WASHINGTON. May II.—<INS> 
—The nation*» defense budgeteers 
today gave serious consideration to 
a warning that in case of war, Rus­ 
sia "initially will have air super­ 
iority” over U. S. Forces. 
The assertion came from Air 
Force Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg. 
who bluntly asserted that “the air 
defense of the United States is in­ 
adequate and must be greatly ex­ 
panded to meet the threat posed by 
recent developments.' 
His warning came as the House 
went into final action on the omni­ 
bus appropriations bill which car­ 
ries more than 14 billion dollars 
for the national defense establish­ 
ment. 
\n 
appropriation 
committtee 
added $385,360,000 to the bill for a 
stepped-up preparedness program, 
including new planes. 
The mili­ 
tary funds tiow include $390,904,- 
000 for the air force. 
70-Group Force 
Congressional leader* recall that 
the 80th Congress authorized a 70- 
group air force. 
This came after 
a Congressional inquiry and the 
Finletter committee recommended 
70 air groups as the minimum re­ 
quirement for defense of the U. S. 
in a foreign w ar. 
Air experts said that President 
Trum an’s budget this year would 
«lash the air force to 45 groups. 
The new fund for planes which the 
House 
has tentatively 
approved 
would add only a few more groups 
to the air force. 
Vandenberg told a radio audi­ 
ence that the surprise atomic attack 
is technically possible against any 
part'of the U. S. 
He added: 
“Russia's ability to launch and 
sustain an air offensive . . . is 
known to be both substantial and 
rapidly increasing. 
"In case of war. the enemy 
Initially will have air superiority. 
“The air force is ready to go with 
what we have but, from the mili­ 
tary point of view, tne means 
available are inadequate for the 
task.” 
Latest Figures 
Latest figures available in Wash­ 
ington show that the Russian air 
force numbers between 14,000 and 
17,000 planes of all types. 
Defense Secretary Johnson has 
reported that Russia has no plane 
larger than our B-29. 
The United States on the other 


hand, has a total of 17,000 planes 
but 8,400 of these are in “inactive" 
status, 
according 
to 
air 
force 
figures. 
A wartime British Air Intelli­ 
gence agent recently reported that 
Russia and her satellites are pro­ 
ducing between 30.000 and 40,000 
planes a year.

tive safety with the promise of a 
land of their own. 
Instead, they 
felt they must have some tangible 
god to whom to pray and in whom 
they could put their trust. 
When the heathen peoples among 
whom they dwelt built the figure 
of a calf and worshiped it. the He­ 
brews evidently felt that such a 


.visible god would help them , too. 
So they made themselves a palf of 
gold, and fell down and prayed to 
lit. 
There are many backward peo­ 
ple in the world today who wor­ 
ship idols. 
They too are primitive 
and feel they cannot put their trust 
in a God in the heavens whom they 
cannot see and touch, even though 
the proofs of His goodness and 
power lie all around them. 
Hosea, the good prophet, out of 
his experience with unfortunate 
m arriage to a wife who could not 
content herself with her husband, 
children and home, understood how 
his people could forget th eir God 
and stray away from Tlis teachings. 
He knew well that such sins 
would bring disaster and misery— 
just as his wife’s misdeeds had 
brought her tragedy. 
And as he 


had forgiven 
her 
transgressions 
and taken her home once more, he 
knew that Jehovah—God of Love— 
would overlook the misdeeds of 
His people and bring them safely 
home 
if 
they 
would only turn 
again to Him. 
Human parents forgive their err­ 
ing children and continue to love 
them. 
Even very small children 
know that if they have done wrong, 
mother and father 
may 
punish 
them, but their love does not die. 
They can rely on their parents’ love 
a n d devoted care all thair lives. 
• When Israel was a child, then 
I loved him, and called My Son 
out of Egypt,” God makes Hosea 
say 
But then they “sacrificed un­ 
to Baalim, and burned incense to 
graven images.” 
Even so the Lord “drew them 
with cords of a man, with bands of 
love 
. 
. 
. 
The first part of Hosea s book 
speaks of God’s anger and is filled 
with threats of dire punishm ent 
for the sins of the people. 
The 
con clu d in g part emphasizes God’s 
love, His desire to overlook the 
people's wrongdoings, to forgive 
them and care for them as always. 
“I will not execute the fierceness 
of mine anger, I will not return 
to destroy Ephriam: for I am God, 
and not man; the Holy One in the 
midst of thee; and I will not come 
in wrath." 
The last chapter of Hosea is a 
poem 
of love, 
forgiveness 
and 
promise of future help to Jehovah’s 
erring people. 
Even if the sm aller 
children 
cannot 
entirely under­ 
stand the meaning of the words, 
they will enjoy their music. 
"O Israel, return unto Jehovah 
thy God: for thou hast fallen by 
thine iniquity. 
“Take with you words, and re­ 
turn unto Jehovah: say unto Him. 
Take away all Iniquity, and accept 
that which is good: so will we ren­ 
der as bullocks the offering of our 
lips. 
"Assyria shall not save us: we 
will not ride upon horses; neither 
will we say any more to the work 
of our hand. Ye are our gods; for 
in Thee the fatherless findeth m er­ 
cy. 
"I will heal their backsliding. I 
will love them freely; for mine an­ 
ger is turned away from him. 
“I will be as the dew unto Israel; 
he shall blossom as the lily, and 
cast forth his roots as Lebanon.” 
The Jewish people who have re­ 
turned to live in Israel must feel 
that this prophecy has come true. 
And all of us should feel that there 
is hope for us, no m atter what we 
have done that we shouldn’t do. 
God loves and He forgives.

The longest delays 
are for hot and cold-rolled sheets, 
strip and galvanized,- reflecting 
heavy demand for'these products.

:ion, plus conversion, was buUding 
pressure under scrap, prices.

Winning Battle 


To Increase Life Span 
PHILADELPHIA, May 11—<INS> 
—An expert on longevity claims 
that medical science Is gradually 
winning its fight to increase man’s 
span of life. 
Dr. Charles E. Dutchess, a fel 
low of the American Medical As 
sociation, declared that medicine 
already has “added years to hu 
man life.” 
But he emphasized that “the 
problem of adding life to those 
years still remains.” 
By 1980, Dr. Dutchess predicted 
50 per cent of the American pop­ 
ulation "will be over 45.” 
Today 
only 25 per cent of the population 
gets past that age, he added 
Dr. Dutchess, public relations 
chairman for the American Asso 
ciation of Industrial Physicians and 
Surgeons, insisted that “the age of 
longevity is already here and w- 
must keep older people fit and pro 
ductive." 
In the past half-century, he said 
medical science has added 17 years 
to life expectancy at birth, 
creasing it from 49 to 66 years

They ask the courts to order the dissolution of this company.

They did. In that case, Federal Judge Walter C. Lindley made a decision against A&P. <•
